Begin- 
ning with his personal grievances Senator 
Hill, in his letter, charges Secretary Teller 
with attempting to place him in a false | 
tion by eausing to be published unfair rts “ 
of his statements and requests. He asserts 
furthermore that the Secretary has been 
1 guilty of the violation of ordinary 
courtesy in repeat to newspaper éor- 
respondents for publication what had been 
said to himin private interviews, Senator 
Hill takes up the Seeretary’s administration 
of the Interior Department and subjects it to 
detalied criticism. Keferring to the lease of 
the Yellowstone National Park, he says 
Teller devised and dictated its terms, and 
then allowed his Assistant Seereta@ry to take 
all the biam@ which followed its 
execution.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 30.—[Special. |— 
The Senate held a three-minute session this 
afternoon, and did notning, while the House 
sat fer an hour and a half and furnished a 
perfect illustration of the folly of rushing 
bills without due consideration.

The only bill how in that body 
on this subject is ope by Senator Hunt ree 
quiring te egraph companies to promptly 
transmit and deliver messages, which will 
probably be reached tomorrow on second 
reading. Two telegraph bills have already 

assed the Senate and are well along in the 

ouse—one imposing a percentage tax on 
gross receipts, and the other forbidding 
under the severest penalties any interference 
by one company with the establishment and 
opening up of new and rival lines. 


Progress of the Tewksbury Investiga- 
tlon—Butiler’s Latest Move. 

Boston, Mass., April 30.—The Tewksbury 
investigation was resumed this morning. 
Timothy Kelleher had charge of the burials 
at [Tewksbury most of the time since 1879. 
The cases which had contained bodies from 
the State prison were sold and the money 
given to Thomas Marsh Jr. About eight 
cases remained when he left last Saturday. 
He had sold about fiftee in all. The bodies 
were buried. Witness testified that the 
Marshes had had their kitchen supplied with 
chickens from the almshouse and their 
washing done by the inmates. 

The Governor, in acknowledging the con- 
sent of the State Board of Health to take 
charge of Tewksbury, says he proposes to 
furnish the money to carry on the almshouse 
until the Legisiature can make appropria- 
tions; but he will neither furnish it or per- 
mit it to be furnished if it is te be expended 
by the present Superintendent. Ile calls at- 
tention to the fact that the board can appoint 
oflicers only with his consent, and as he has 
not consented to the appointment of the 
present officers he does not propose to allow 
any bills contracted by them. Referr to 
the custom of the Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral to sign opinions, he suggests that a 
number of customs may have been distaste- 
ful to the people of the State, and possibly 
may have had something to do with the 
change in politigal sentiment. 


BOLD BODY-SNATCHING. 


Three Men Bob Three Graves near Bal: 
imore in Broad Dayiighi—The Orim- 
inals Arrested. 

BaLtimore, Md., April 30.—[{Special.]— 

Three grave-robbers, one of them a white 


man and the other two colored, were ar- 


rested this evening at Highlandtown, just 
east of the city. The robbery was one of 
the boldest on record, In broad daylight 
they drove a wagon te Mt. Carmel Cemetery, 
dug up three les, loaded them into a 
wagon, and started for the city. When they 
reached Bay View Brewery, at Highland- 
town, they stopped their horse and all 
went in for a drink. While they 
were inside County Policeman Miller came 
along and, noticing that the load they had 
in the wagon was @&curious-looking one, made 


an investigation of it. He found under an 


old blanket three bodies, two of them bodies 
of white men and the other that of a colored 
woman. They were not badly decomposed, 
and had evidently not been in their graves 
more than two or three days.

Beal, wholesale dealers in teas, coffees, and 

spices, this city, was shot and instantly 

killed by his partner, Albert II. Beal Jr., 
on the steamer Bristol early ¢his morning. 

The partners left Boston for New York 

Friday night to purchase goods, and espe- 

clally to make arrangements to obtain the 

agency for some special lines of goods, and 
left for home Sunday night. According to 

Mr. Beal’s account of the affair, he and 

his partner occupied the same _ state- 

room, he having the upper and his friend 
the lower berth As both men nad 
considerable money and valuabies with them, 
they felt some nervousness. The room was 
close; Mr. Fickétt desired the window 
lowered for ventilation and Mr. Beal object- 
ed, but the matter was compromised by 
lowering the window and fastening the blinds. 

Mr. Beal felt insecure. and woke up several 

times, and shortly after midnight he was 

startled by seeing that the blinds were partly 
open, and between the opening he could see 
the form of a man's nead. Calling out: 

“Perley! Perley!’ he received an answer 

which seemed to come from the berth beneath 

him, and, thinkmg a burglar was getti 

in, he seized his revolver from under his 
pillow and fired. There was a heavy thud 
on the floor, and getting out of bea and‘turn- 
ing up the light he was horrified at the sight 
of his vartner in the agony of death. It 
seems that he had gotten up to get a breath 
of air, and Mr. Beal, suddenly awakening, 
his nerves highly strung, mistaking the place 
from where the reply to his call came, made

REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Milwaukee’s Female Lawyer Sent 
Back to Prison for Insulting 
a Judge. 


> MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 30.—[Special.]— 
In the Circuit Court today Judge Hamilton 
rendered a decision in the now famous ha- 
beas corpus case of Kate Kane, an attorney, 
overruling and annuling the ed 
Court- Commissioner Ryan, and order 
Miss Kane remanded to jail till she shall 
pay the $50 imposed by Judge Mallory for 
contempt of court. The decision is regarded 
by leading. attorneys as possessing special 
importauee and significance. Miss Kane, be- 
cause’of a fancied grievanee, threw a glass 
ot water in Judge Mallory’s face, in open 
court, and followed up this action by using 
abusive language toward the court and oth- 
erwise conducting herself in a disor- 
derly manner. Judge Mallory adjudged 
her guilty of eontempt of court, and 
sentenced her to pay a fine of $50 anti stand 
committed to tha County Jail till the fine 
should be paid. Before the commitment pa- 
pers could be made out, Miss Kane again as 
sailed the court with violent language, and 
Judge Mallory ordered a Deputy Sheriff to 
remove her from the court-room, ‘The dep- 
uty escorted her to the jail, where she ar- 
rived some time before the commitment pa- 
pers were placed in the hands of the 
Sheriff. Miss\Kane immediately summoned 
three of the ablest and best-known attorneys 
in the city—Unite District-Attorney 
Hazelton, Col. George H Goodwin, and John 
J. Orton, Esq.—to her ald. As a resultof a 
conference held by gentlemen with 
Miss Kane a writ of \habéas corpus was is- 
sued by Hugh Ryan, one of the Circuit Court 
Commissioners for this county, and the pris- 
oner taken before * The hearing 
in the case lasted 1 day and un- 
til midnight, and Miss Kane 
set at hiberty, on the technical 
ground that the prisoner was taken to the 
jail before the proper papers were made out, 
and therefore was illegally restrained of her 
liberty, and that the subsequent filing of 
commitment papers did not cure the original 
evil. Judge Hamilton immediately issued a 
writ of eertiorari commanding Commissioner 
Ryan to appear and review the case. Miss 
Kane’s counsel appeared and urged that Miss 
Kane should be allowed to remain at liberty 
on the following grounds: drregularity in 
the commitment, irregularity in the proceed- 
ings, and want of jurisdiction on the part of 
the Circuit Court to review the proceedings 
of a Court Commissioner on a habeas corpus 
case. Judge Hamilton, in his decision, ren- 
dered today, overrules all the points made 
by counsel. | 

Mr. Orton, of counsel for Miss Kane, states 
that the case will be carried to the Supreme 
Court. All three of the attorneys, who have 
so ably and so kindly appeared for Miss Kane, 
have urged the lady to make an apology to 
Judge Mallory, but sheremains defiant, and 
announces her decision to remain hereafter 
in jail rather than make any apology or pay 
the fine. 

The legal complications of the whole af- 
fair were increased by the later action of 
Miss Kane’s counsel. Col. Goodwin made a 
formal exception to the decision, and entered 
an objection to the jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Court, on the ground that the hearing of the 
habeas corpus before Commissioner —— 
was an independent action. He also asked 
that the carrying out of the order 
of the court be suspended for a few 
days in order that the counsel may 
procure a writ of error from the Su- 
preme Court, and to obtain a supersedeas, if 
they desired. The motion was denied, che 
court declaring that the order must be im- 
mediately carried out. Exceptions were 
taken. Col. Goodwin thereupon asked that 
Miss Kane be admitted to bail, which was 
also denied, the Judge ruling that the offense 
was not @bailable one. Counsel for defend- 
ant then entered. another exception. ‘The 
counse! instructed the court reporter to be 
careful and note all of the proceedings,and 
addressed the court as follows: We\ex- 
cept to the order and decision of the cqurt 
which bears date April 30, 1883, and to each 
and every part thereof, and that the cyurt 
has no jurisdiction ip making such aw or- 
der.“ The law provides thirty days as the 
limit of imprisonment in such a case, and, 
as the Supreme Court cannot hear the mat- 
ter till the August term, the term of impris- 
onment will be finished before any further 
action can be taken,

HIGH LICRNSE IN ILLINOIS NOT A PARTY 
MEASURE. 

There has been a studious and persistent 
effort made throughout the State by the Lig- 
uor League to make it appear that the bill 
providing for uniform high license for lie- 
uor-saloons is a Republican measure, in- 
tended to promote the interest of the Repub- 
lieat party; and that the opposition to and 
defeat of such measure is necessarily a Dem- 
odratic policy, to be supported by all Demo- 
crats whe take an interest in the welfare 
Ot late this the- 
ory has been laboridusiy itefated and af- 
firmed, notwithstanding the fuct that the Re- 
publican meuibers are divided on the passage 
of the bill; and, as it cannot be passed with- 
out the votes of Democrats, thetefore all 
Democrats are exhorted by the dramsho ps to 
defeat it as a Republican measure. 

All this doggery argument is wildly erro- 
neous. There ts not, as there ought not to 
be, any party question in the Liquor-Tax 
bill. Members of the Lezislaturé, whether 
Demoeruts of Republlcaus, should vote for 


without any refereuce to their party politics. 

If any member shall in his personal zeal ad- 

vocate the bill on the grounit that itis a Re- 
publican measure, iuteiided to promote the 

litérests of the Republican party, he is as un- 
warranted in this assertion as is, on the other 
hand, the member who opposes the bill be- 
catis@its defeat is to promote and advance the 

The fact is, 

that outside of the Legislature and Cook 

County the High-Licénse bill is supported 

as strongly and generaily by Democrats in 

Democratic cities, towns, and counties as it 

is by Republicans, and wherever high license 
has been adopted the supporters are fully as 
numerous among the Democrats hs among 
Republicans. Outside, of the Legislature the 
people of the State are in no wise divided by 
party lines on the question of high license. 
Democratic Missouri is not stared at the 
adoption of the most exacting high-lidense 
law yet devised in any State. Is Missouri to 
be excluded from the Demucratic party ? 

All the reasons which exist fof the adoption 
of high license appeal just as direetly to the 
feels and interests of Democratic citizens 
as to those uf Republicans. ‘The same abuses 
are as distasteful to the Democrats as to the 
Republicans. The attempt to enforce prohi- 
bition is opjectionable to men of both par- 
ties, and mainly for the same reason: that 
probibition fails to accomplish any perma- 
nent reform, while high license strikes im- 
mediately and effectually at all the grosser 
und most injurious evils of the liquor-trafiic. 
It is a measure that interveues between no 
restriction upon a glafuig abuse and the 
fanatical prohibition of what mankind in all 
countries regard as part of their social free- 
dom. The difference between a city or town 
supplied with saloons at such rates oF license 
as not only to make the tratlle free to every- 
body, but to eneourage the greatest number 
of dealers and customers, and atrafiic licensed 
at such rates as will reduew the number of 
Saloons to such uumber as the wants of the 
community may justify, and thereby, of 
course, compel these establishmeuts to the 
observance of decency and law, is a 
wide ove, aud appeals to the judgment of 
every citizen loving public order and de- 
cency. We do not understand that this 
difference, wide as it is, necessarily involves 
any questiod of policy or expediency bo- 
tween the Democratic and Republican 
parties. Some weeks ano we compiled the 
following list of cities and towns in this 
State in which the rate of licenses liad been 
fixed at $400 and over, with the number of 
saloons now in Operation, ahd the poypula- 
tion of each place.

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Since that list was ‘compiled additions have 
been made to it under the recent elections. 
In no case nus there been Any change from 
high to low license, but the high-ticense poll- 
ey has been affirmed where once adopted, 
aud by general approval. In the Democratic 
City of Joliet, where the number of saloons 
had been reduced in a single year from 107 
to fifty, and the city revenue had been in- 
ereased from $5,200 to $25,000, the high-li- 
cense poliey was indorsed by more than a 
two-thirds véte of the people at the recent 
election. It will be seen in the above list that 
a large proportion of the places are Dem- 
veratic in polities and located in Democratic 
counties. The Democrats there did not 
think they were injurimg the party by the in- 
woduction of this best possitie act in the 
way of munidipal reform.

DEBT-PAYING AND NATIONAL OREDIT. 
The impression that a Government debt is 
anational blessing is wearing away rapidly 
in England, and the demand for a reduction 
in taxation is supplanted largeiy by a de- 
mand for a reduction in debt. As a measure 
of relief to the people it is argued that, while 
reduction of tax benelits the traders ehiefly, 
a reduction of debt directly relieves the 
whole community, which is not only taxed 
fur the debt. but is answerable for the se- 
curity. The payment of national securities 
is resisted naturally by the incorporated 
companies, banks, and trust concerns, which 
require a safe and permanent investment for 
a large part of their capital and prefer Gov- 
ernment securities to any other. It is said 
that France is paying today nearly $13,000,000 
& year more interest than it would need to 
pay for fear the peasant holders of the Gov- 
ernment bonds would make trouble it the in- 
terest were reduced.- Neither Eugland nor 
America has such a sentiment to encounter, 
but the influence of eorporations and aggre- 
gated capital is opposed to reduction of Gov- 
ernment debt because it leads to a lower in- 
terest and increased demand for securities. 
Ot late years a sittking fund. ju England, 
which corresponds to the American fuad in 
the feature of compounding the interest 
saved on the retired bonds, has effected » 
considerable reduction of the nacional debt, 
Which is now going on at the rate of about 
$40,000,000 a year. The rate of reduction is 
nuw becotning large enough to attract pub- 
lic discussion, and the number of those who 
advocate even more rapid reduction is in- 
creasing. An article in a late number of the 
Spectator sums up the advantages of paying , 
off the debt. The first reason it gives is a 
moral one—yiz.: that posterity, though 
justly liable for what it calls the cost of

There is no doubt that this line of argu- 
ment will appeal with great force to the 
coinmeércial impulse of the English people. 
The illustrawon taken from the American 
situation is a good one. The reduction of our 
Nationa! debt, adhered to ih such perfect 
faith that debt-paying has progr@sed more 
rapidly than was ever promised or expected, 
has lowered the rate of Governnient inter- 
est more than one-half, for not only has the 
rate been cut down from 6 per cent to 3 per 
cent, but Government bonds at the latter 
rate sell at a premium, whereas at the for- 
mer rate they were sold ata large discount. 
The Amertean Government is spared the ex- 
pense of maintaining a navy, and can im- 
| pose upon other nations the enormous cost of 
experimenting with ships ahd guns because | 
its credit will ‘enabie it to buy a 
modern navy at its actual value when- 
ever au emergency shall arise demand- 
ing one. If the United States were to 
become involved in a war with Great 
Britain, for instance, it could purehase from 
Germany, Italy, and France all the ships of 
war it would require, and it could faise the 
money for such purpose at 3 per cent, prob- 
ably, and e inly would not have to pay 
more than 4 pér cent. It Great Britain, by a 
policy of debt-paying, can reduce the rate of 
interest to 8 per cent and curtail its indebt- 
edtress to an insignificant figure, it would 
have the assurance of the ability to borrow 
$1,000,000,000 at the lowest rate of luterest 
whenever any great conflict should be threat- 
ened, and to put in the field the most for- 
midable army on earth. It is almost unneces- 
sary to add that such an assurance of itself 
is likely to avert amy occasion for utilizing 
the nation’s credit for carrying on a war. 
Other nations will de careful abaut furnish- 
ing a provocation in the face of sueh ready 
and colossal resources. There is a disposi- 
tion in England to recognize the advantage 
which the United States enjoys from its im- 
proved credit and to imitate the policy which 
has led to it.

RAISING RENTS ON THEMSELVES. 

From whichever side the bricklayers’ 
strike is regarded it seems a colossal blun- 
der. It there had been any such demand for 
their lador as to give them the control of the 
market wages would have been put up with- 
out their demand, or at least on their mere 
notice to the bosses that their work was 
worth more. The master masons, if they had 
had pressing need for bricklayers, would have 
bid against each other for them, and wages 
would have gone up automatically. When 
the labor and building markets are just bal- 
anced, or when there is less demand fot labor 
than for work by labor, the workingménfi can- 
not alter the conditions. Trades-unlous can- 
not chauge supply and demand. They no 
doubt have a)usefdl work. Everything in 
our modern world is running to unions and 
combinations, and the workingmen are as 
much entitled to unite and combine as any- 
body else. But among other things that a 
union of workingmen cannot do is to foree 
people to furnish work for them at such 
wages as they may demand. 

It ought to be plain enough to the brick 
layers by this time that they made d great 
mistake iy striking when they did. They 
have committed the same blunder that the 
Pittsburg iron-men did a year ago when they 
struck for higher wages at the inopportune 
moment when the iron market turned from 
its abounding prosperity and began the de- 
scent which has lasted ever since. The 
trades-union organization was perfect, and 
the men stood nobly together, but after ‘they 
and their employers had lost not less than 
ten millions they ound that no matter how 
strong thelr union was, nor how well they 
held together, @ne thing all their united ef- 
forts could not decomplish was to make work 
where there was ho work at the wages they 
demanded. 

Now, in Chicago, a month’s experience has 
proved that there is no brickiaying work so 
urgent that it must be done at any price the 
men choose to fix, The union cannot make 
moneyed men build unless they want to. 
Evidently they do not want to bulld at these 
prices. It is the last straw that breaks the 
camel’s back. Every item in the cost of 
building has been generally advanced until 
now the demands of the bricklayers put the 
finishing touch, and capitalists say, We will 
wait. 

By this blunder the bricklayers have cut 
into the means of paying their rents and 
have taken the surest way of advancing their 
own rents. The stoppage of building in- 
creases the demand for the heuse-room al- 
ready in existence. The longer the strike 
lasts the more surely rents must go ub. The 
longer it lasts the larger the immigration of 
new men into the city, and the more pressing 
the need which will sooner of later drive 
the weaker members of the uniou into drop- 
ping out and taking sue work as thoy can 
get at such prices as are offered. 

It is safe to say that the mistake of order- 
ing this foolish and calamitous strike cannot 
be charged on the American members of the 
unions. It is the foreigners who usually 
rush into these anarchieal and pig-headed 
contests. The American does not Uke to 
craw! into a hole unless he Bees where he is 
going to be able to get out. 
sirike as this, any more than that of the 
Pittsburg tron-men last summer, in line with- 
the practice of the trades-vnionists in Eu- 
laud. They have learned there by thirty or 
forty years of bitter experience that while 


unions give the men all the benefits of alli-

clare war with the recklesness of the early 
days of the unlons. They use their combined 
power to command the attention of the other 
side and to obtain the usual benefits of colp- 
eration. But the bricklayers went no deeper 
than to makd up their minds that they want- 
ed more wages. If they had studied the busi- 
ness situation more thoroughly they would 
have been saved a costly and maertitying 
lesson. 2 
THE ESTHETICS OF VING. 

The time-honored festival pf Moving-Day 
has come round again and Will be observed 
with the customary gusto and enthusiasm, 
There appears indeed to bea more general 
determination than usual to celebrate the 
day, and a prospect that the procession will 
be more unique and picturesque than ever 
before. Even yesterday it seemed as if the 
avenues and streets were fairly alive with 
tracks and vans bearing the household goods 
and gods to new abodes, and today we may 
expect that every one will be in the switn of 
moving, some as Spectators and some as par- 
ticipants. The esthetle craze has added 
greatly to the pictyresqueness of the specta- 
cle, for the customary neutral and colorless 
masses Of tables, bedsteads, chairs, stoves, 
and mattresses are now relieved by byjght 
touches of Japanese finish and graceful 
} groupings of ceramies destined to arrive at 
their objective points in various stages of 
dilapidatien. 

It has always seemed to us a little strange 
that in these esthetic days, when high art is 
so lavishly displayed in all directions, even 
to euspidores and stockings, stationery and 
soup-ladles, more regard has not been paid 

to the May-Day procession with the view to 
the artistic perfection of its ensemble, as well 
as to the correctness of its details, so that 
every wagon-load of goods may be a sym- 
phony, or, if not reaching that ultimate, may 
at least be converted into a harmony worth 
living up to. When it is considered that the 
household goods are objécts of ifiterest all 
along the route, and must suffer the special 
and critical serutiny of the immediate neigh- 
borhood where they are to be landed, and 
that the social and moral status of the owners 
is instantly fixed for a whole year from their 
appearance, this would seem to be especially 
desirable. And yet Barne Jones, Whistler, 
Oscar Wiide, Freddie Gebhard, and other 
leading. esthetes have laid down no canons 
reguiating this annual necessity,. which, 
if they had only brought their power- 
ful intellects to bear upon ft, might 
have become a thing of beauty. Much, how- 
evet,,can be done by individuals if they only 
have the patience and forethought to in- 
struct the iconociasts who load the goods, or 
they might reach the same results by offet- 
ing premiums for such a disposition of the 
load as shall copeeal the unsightly articles 
from the public view and expose to it only 
what is beautiful and ornamental. Thus, in- 
stead of the spectacle which now constantly 
offends the eye of a truck-load of furniture, 
with stovepives and chair-legs protruding in 
every direction like a chevaux-de-frise, a 
table at the top with its legs all up in the alt 
as if it had just been thrown in a wrestle 
with the adjacent bedstead and articles of 
crockery, more useful than ornamental, 
dangling at the tailboard and serving as tar- 
gets for small boys along the streeta, the 
truck might present a very harmonious, sym- 
metrical, 
succession of them might constitute a pauo- 
rawa which would bea symphony of color. 

It is all the mare remarkable that people 
do not pay some attention to the esthetic 
features of moving when they consider how 

“much more favorably they would hnpress 
themselves upon the new neighborhood. 
The scandal created by an ugly-looking 
load of goods can hardly be overcome dur- 
ing the whole year, while two or three brill 
lant, symmetrical loads, with the articles of 
necessity concealed under pictures, statuets, 
vases, cabinets, and veneered furniture 
would give the owners an immediate stand- 
ing on the street. This might be hightened 


Send the goods, so disposed as to make an 
attractive show, during the day. Ship the 
small boys and the cat at night under cover 
of darkness, with orders to have them tem- 
porarily confined, so that they may not 
spring upon the neighborhood tuo suddenly. 
Send the servants the next morning in a 
herdic, and let the owners of the caravan 
drive up in the afternoon in a coupé. 
This will make a triumphal entry of 
a stunning description, aud we whole 
neighborhood will call within a week: 
whereas if the Celt or African who loads 
the goods is left to his own ernds 
taste and undeveloped canons of artistic pro- 
priety he will be sure not only to disvose the 
articles of bijouterie and virtu so that they 
will be unrecoguizable when they are un- 
loaded, but he will drive into the neighbor- 
hood with such a display of . gaucherie and 
vulgarity that the status of the family will 
be forever ruined, So much depends upon 
Arst impressions that too much heed cannot 
be paid to this apparently trifling mattor. 

In one regard the nomadic character of our 
people is of great advantage—that is, in its 
future bears. The very exchange ot 
houses necessitates their renovation and im- 
provement. Paint, caleimine and wall-paper, 
and various changes inside and outside, make 
the houses look better, and this improves the 
looks of the streets. A great work in clean- 
ing up is also dene. In reality, therefore, 
the whole city undergues a sort of spring 
cleaning preparing it tor the summer, and 
this is one of the great factors among the 
numerous others which go to make Chicago 


attract such crowds of people here to enjoy 
tne peculiar advantages which Chicago pos- 
sesses Over other tities, The moving will all 
be over and every one will be settled down in 
his new belongings before the regular hegira 
commences, which promises to be larger this 
summer than ever before. It is as yet teo 
early to re‘ earse the clfarme of the great re- 
sort, for tue trees are now only just budding 
out and the cogl winds are still blowing, so 
as to leave their bracing, Invigorating effects 
this summer, and the streets are fuli of the 
annual pilzrims, but by the time the people 
of other cities want to fly from their stil ung 
heats we shail be ready for mem.

THE VALUE OF CHICAGO PROPERTY. 

An irfteresting question as to the value of 
real estate was decided yesterday morning by 
Judge Tuley, acting as an arbitrator.

GLUCOSE. 


THE IMMENSE @HICAGO WORKS IDLE*GLU-- 


COSE IN BEER AND CANDY. ; 
There is no present prospect that the glucose 
works ot this city, shut down some time ago, 
will recommence operations for some time to 
come. The Seoretary of the Chicago Sugar- 
Refining Company finds no balm of Consolation 
in the present status of the trade. The people 
are frightened by the peculiar opposition to giu- 
cose, and they claim to believe that the fright 
was started by parties baving a financial inter- 
est in the cane product of the South. They also 
profess to beliéve that some of the press of the 
country was arrayed against glucose by mis- 

re resentation iuspired by unusual means. 

The Secretary refers to the opinions Of em- 
meut chemical experts of the continent to show 
something of the injustice of the prejudice. 
Among the later authorities referred to who 
have come squarely out in favor of glucose or 
grape-sugar—two names for the same thing—are 
Prof. Pever T. Austin. of Rutgers Col and the 
New Jersey State Scientific Sch rof. Enos 
F. Clapp, M. D., Medical Depart eat Iowa State 
University; and Prof. Haines, of Rush M 
College. 

A* PROSTRATE INDUSTRY.

immense giucose works were erected during 
the early purt of 1881. The puilduws cover .-

GLUCOSE IN BEER. 


In regard to the use of glucose in beer there 


a conflict of opinion. A great brewer Of this one 


took occasion to gemark to THe TRIBUNE exam- 
mer that glucose was not used in the manufact- 
ure of beer in Chicago, as it would not ferment. 
According to a German chemist the best beer ia 
that country takes a thousand tons of giucose 
per week in its mavufacture. Government 
deems the manufacture of beer there of sach- 
cient importance to regulate it by the most 
stringent laws, yet not one line in German law 
prohibits the use of glucose in beer. In beth 

-Eng! and Germauy beer has become the pop- 
ular beverage. A chemical encyclo says 
that ia the brewing of beer pale and 
sparkling ales grape-sug&r ie mere esteemed 
than cane-sugar and malt. and it is said to yieid 
a more sound and wholesome liquor. Malt 
liquers are declared not to keep so well when 
made with cane-sugar as with grape-sugar. As 
grape-sugar ferments easily end satis factorily, 
it is valuable to the brewers.” 

The heavy brewers of Chicago claim to use 
nothing but bariey, malt, and bop in the manu- 
facture of beer, but it is asserted chat the small 
er fry introduce rice, giucose, and other sub- 
stances. If this be true, all chemical Kaowleage 
wou sbow that said ** small fry"’ bave the best 
of it. 

GLUCOSE IN CANDIES. 

A local chemist betie ves that oniy about 40 per 
centof the candies manufactured in Chicago 
contain giucose. He rgues that competi- 
tion compels the leading confectioners to 
purchase the best caue-sugars. The 40 per cent 
is made of cheap glucose, which it is clainied is 
as good as cheap cane-sugar. Andther chemist 
asks: ** What is there against the of glucose 
in candy? All that is demanded of candy is that 
it should be whviesome and satisfactory to 
taste. lam not aware that when I buy candy 
am @emanding cane-sugar, especially when I 
know that many of the articies, even if made of 
pure cane-sugar, must consist of substances 
very different from it, owing to hema 
changes. It would be difficult to name candies 
which do not coatain glucose. Only rock candy 
is pure cane-sugar. A raisin is d per cent giu- 
cose, and mapie-sugar and bouey consist mainly 
of the same material. Preserved frul in the 
process of boiling with cane-sugar, mo 
eventually sweetened with glucose, con 
by means of the acid in the fruits.”

SAN FRANCISCO. 


Chinese Immigration and Chinese La- 
bor. 

SAN FRANcrsco, Cal., April 19.—It was thought 
that the restriction of immigration would have a 
speedy effect on the Chinese colony in this city, 
but thus far no change hae been noticeable. In 
fact, there m to be more Chinese in the 
streets than when every Oriental steamsbip 
brought from 500 to 800 coolies. Doubtiess one 
reason for this is the increased demand for 


Chinese labor caused by the dearth of good * 


household servants and ¢he rapid growth of 
small 22 This is probably 
the worst city in the country for housekeeping. 
Service is poor and dear, the average raw Irish 
girl, freshly imported, demanding $25 a month 
and refusing to work untii she gets her price. 
On the other hand is the Chinese, who, when be 
finds that he bas made himseif indispensable to 
a bousebold, is as arbitrary and domineering as 
he was formerly servile. John also is an accom- 
plished thief, in epite of the efforts of the mis- 


sionary societies; he has a genius for that petty 
larceny which is scarcely apparent except at the 
end of the month or the quarter, and which is 
so difficult to detect without constant espionage. 

re is no economy in hiring Chinese, as they 
ask fully as much as white servants. 

The tengency of the Chinese when they once 
enter any trade or manufacture is to monopo- 
lize it. ore than ten years ago they secured 
control of the pork trade, gS now every pound 
of fresh pork sold m thi ity passes through 
their bands, and they freq ugptly impose beavy 
fines on hog-growers who af@emptto sell direct 
to white butchers. In the same w@ they have 
got a practical monopoly of wasbing throughout 
the State, while in this city they have now cop- 
trol of the manufacture of cigars, and are rap- 
idly gaining control of the manufacture of boots 
and shoes, brooms, underwear, jumpers, and 
overalis. This may seem to represent a smail 

the manufactures of a city. It 
at the East, but here it is 
entirely different. It is no exaggeration 
to say that one-half the manufac- 
turing in this city today is done by Chinese 
working for Chinese firms. The cigar-deailer#? 
make a brave show of placards, None but 
white labor employed.“ but the fact is that no 
cigar sold here, unless a genuine Havana or a 
Manila cheroot, is above the suspicion of havmg 
been manipulated by Chinese nands. Dealers 
go to the wall who try tostand out against the 
1 competition. The lurgest cigar fact 

re is that of Hop Kee & Co., iu a fine brie 
building on Dupont street, opposit St. Mary's 
Cathedral. This . was built epeciaily for the pur- 
pose. and is handsome and spacious. Usually, 
however, the factories have been established 
over the large stores in streets which the whole- 
sale trade is gradually deserting. As the Cbi- 
nese spend no money on improveménts these 
old stores are great eyesores and give a for- 
lorn look to these thoroughfares once 80 
busy with trade. The Chinese signs, with the 
large proportion of Hebrew names on the other 
signs, give many streets an Vid-World air that 
is intensified by che crowds of pig-tailed heathen 
which ewarm in the streets at night and moru- 
ing and fiil the place with their barbaric chatter. 

ent reports from Honolulu show that a 
reguiar Chinese invasion has set in there, ow- 
ing to the fact that the acting Governor of 
Hong Kong has rescinded the order of the ue 
Governor forbidding the shipment of Chinese 
coolies to tue isiands: This order was issued 
because it was shown that the condition of the 
coolie on the large sugar plantations was ove 
of virtual slavery. Now that the gates are 
down, speculators are improving the opportu- 
nity to get cheap labor. During last 
two weeks in March 1,100 coolies reached Hono- 
lulu, and this month, it is estimated, will witness 
the arrival of 6.100 more. The Hawaiians are 

rowing restiess under this immigration, and no 
doubt steps will soon be taken to check it, as the 
Obinaman invariably crowds out the Kanaka in 
4p ay of trade or labor. 
curious turn has been given to the case 
against ex-im@Mmigration-Commissioner Bunker 
by the decision of the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia that the law demanding bead-mone 
from Chinese immigrants is unconstitutional. 
Under this decision, should it be confirmed by 
the United States Supreme Court, shipping firms 
who bave paid large sums to Bunker may begin 
action to recover, although it is not probable 
that many would avail themselves of the privi- 
lege. Meanwhile the ex-Commissioner is ina 
‘painful position, as his hald on the fees of the 
office during the four years of his occupancy is 
growing weaker.

The Telephone and Telegraph Compa- 
nies Get Injunetions Against the Oity. 
Mayor Harrison’s declaration of his inten- 

tion to cut the wiresof the telegraph and 

telephone companies on the ist of May led 
to the filing of two bills yesterday—one by 
the Western Union Telegraph Company in 
the Federal Court, the other by the Chicago 

Telephone Company in the Circuit Court— 

against the eity to prevent such a step. The 

bills are very similar in eharacter and word. 

The Chicago Telephone Company states it 

was organized in 1881 for the purpose of 

doing a general telephone business, and im- 

mediately bought out the American District 

Telegraph Company, the Bell Telephone 

and its successor, the Union Telephone Com- 

pany. These three last-named companies 
had existing rights with the city 
for erecting poles and stringing wires 
throughout the city, all of which were ge- 
quired by the new corporation, and have 
been recognized by the city. Under such 
prior contracts the present company fur- 
nishes free to the city telephones tor the 

Mayor’s office, police headquarters, Fire 

Depattment, and Department of Public 

Works, and also furnishes 728 telephones 

for the use of the police telephone system 

at $5 each per year, or half the roy- 
alty regularly char by the patentee, 
the company paying the other Balk. 

Relying on such contracts and ordinances, 

also, the company has expended large sums 

in extending its lines, as acquired a 

vested i to conduct its telephone Dusti 

ness, subject only tosuch reasonable teg- 
ulations 1 may de from time to time adopted 
by the eity authorities with reference to 
erecting and maintaining its lines. The com- 
pany claims it has an absolute right to 
carry on business, which is — 
subject to revocation by the eity on any 
text, and that it is entitled to 4 —— 
against any attempt, under any pretense, to 
exclude it from doing business. 

Com plainant’s officers have for years been 
investigating the question of laying under- 
ground wires for telephone purposes; but 
no practical result has as yet been reached 
by any one. Such asystem is practicable to a 
certain extent with large wires, and is 
somewhat in Europe, bat cannot be made 
available for telephones. The difference in 
speed and efficiency in favor of telégraph 
lines on poles above ground in — on 
compared with the underground system o 
erated there, is estimated as high as —1 48 
one, and it shows that the differences 
tween the processes —ĩ agencies — 4 .— 
in telegraphine telephoning are 
such that, While — electric retardation 
does not necessarily or totally destroy the ef-

The daily use 
of exchange telephones in Chicago now 
amounts to 22,000 conversations a day, and of 
private lines to 5,000 more, and the stoppage 
of such a vast intercourse would be of great 
public inconvenience as well as damage to 
the company. 

The ordinanee of April 18, 1881, providing 
that all wires shall be peped underground 
by May 1, 1883, and whic Sy — now intended 
to enforce, is claimed be void because 
passed without any deliberation or eveh 
knowledge on the part of the Council. The 
ofdinance had been referred to a com- 
mittee which rejected the provisions as 
to the underground wires, but, un- 
known except to one or two rsons, 
these provisions were again nserted 
in the ordinance, the latter was incorporated 
in a revised edition of city ordinances by 
Egbert Jamieson, and the Council then bya 
omnibus act provided that the contents o 
such volume should be printed as the mitinic- 
ipal code of Chicago, and be held to be the 
law. The company has been rapidly substi- 
tuting removable cables for the innumerable 
wires it has formerly had, and it claims these 
obviate as far as cau now be done the objec- 
tions to aerial wires, and that the city is not 
acting in good faith or from any real necés- 
sity in asking it to lay its wires underground. 
It therefore asks for an injunction to pre- 
vent the city authorities from intertering 
with its wires or assesemg any penalties for 
non-compliance with the ordinance after to- 
day.

THE BILL OF THE WESTERN UNION. 

A similar bill to that of the Chicago Tele- 
phone Company was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court by the Western Union 
Telegraph .. — against the city. After 
giving some facts as to its organization, 
complainant says that it strung wires in 
city as early as 1849 under verbal permission 
from the officers of the city, and te 
erected many more since under — t- 
ten permits or eity —— 1

The city also uses complainant’s poles free 
of charge for its fire-alarm wires, is 
allowed to send $600 worth of business free, 
and gets half rates on all business in excess 
of $600.

ter aru not adapted to and would not be tol- 
erated in this country. The difference in 
speed between under mone. and overground 
wires is as great one to four, and 38 
to aerial wires! alone the speed is 
twice as great here as in England. The 
other allegations as to validity of the 
ordinance of 1881 the power of city 
to cut the wires are identical with th 
made in the bill of the Chicago Tele 5 
Company.

The Congregations! ministers of Chicago and vicin- 
ity desire to put on record their appreciation of the 
ability of the dally press of the city, as manifest in 
the boldness, independence, and strength of its edi- 
torials; the variety und interestof its columne; and 
its enterprise in the gathering of news. They recog- 
nize its importance asa medium of communicativun 
for the peopvie;: andits well-nigh liniitiess influence 
upok public opinion. They are pleased with the 
stan it took prior to the last election in favor of 
good government and good morals. They are not 
unniindful of the generositv with which it reports 

if sermons. and gives wide currency to matters 
which chiefly interest Christian people. They are 
wind to — the claim of the press as an efficient 
agency in promoting moral reform. In- tuis branch 
of its work, it has their profvundest sympathy. 

In their judgement, however, this reform would be 
more certainly and rapidly secured were the press to 
refrain trouj publishing minute and sensa de- 
scriptions of the condition of things in gambling sa- 
joons and brothels, and. instead of giving publicity to 
nil the details ot trials for divurce and murder, were 
sifuply to state results, thus ceasing to pender to that 
prurient curivsity in young and old which is 80 fruit- 
ful a cause of crime 

They therefore respectfully and earnestly request 
the managers of the press to exclude from their col- 
umns. whether as advertisements or as news, every- 
thing of an immoral — 1 that can 
corrupt the minds of youth or stimuiate e already 
fallen to the further commission of evil dceds. They 
believe that in chis course the press will have the 
* and heurty support of the larger portion of 
the community, and that nit will beeome one of 
the most eflicient forces of ern times in the crea- 
tion of a sound and healthful moral sentiment on all 
matters of public interest. 


The Presbyterians Talk Abont the 
Press and Appoint a Committee to 
Resulate It. 

The Presbyterian ministers held their rgrular 
meeting yesterday morning in the Farwell Hall 
building. Mr. E. C. Oggel presided. After the 
usual devotional exercises it was voted to hold 
the election of officers of the association at the 
first regular meeting after the spring and fall 
meetings of the presbytery. This being the 
regular day of election, the Rev. Thomas E. 
Green was elected Chairman and T. J. Lamont 
reéiected Secretary. The topic for the day was 
“The Dally Press. The discussion was opened 
by Dr. Herrick Johnson. He sail there was no 
need of speaking of the power and influence of 
the press—that could hardly be overestimated. 
“It is a ministry reaching all classes, and 
reaching classes that nothing else did. It is a 
power tremendous for good orforevil. It is 
positive; it can't be negative. Whether it is 
good or evil itis positively so. Like the daily 
life of an individual, it bas either an upward or 
a downward trend. Iam not here to say it has 
the latter; I will not say it is on the former. 
But there ere some things that ought to be beard 
by the press. Editors ought to bear them. Yet, 
when ministers go to the press with any sugges- 
tions, they are told, they bave been told in this 
city, that they are meddiing with something 
which is out of their line, whichis totailg for- 
eign to their profession: something which they 
know nothing about.

Launch of the Largest Steam-Yacht on 
the Lakes. 

This afternoon, weather permitting, Mr. 
Smith's pew stedin-yacht Sigma is to be 
launched at Trenton, near Detroit. This is not 
only the largest steam-yacht built and owned 
on the lakes, but in size is the equal of most of 
the large Eastern boats. The Sigma will un- 
deubtedly visit Chicago and may take part in 
the annual cruise. Our Detroit correspondent 
turnishes the following particulars of this hand- 
some boat:

He would not hesitate to try 
her on au ocean voyage, and has used 
every precaution to prepure her for that sort of 
a trip. She will ca two weeks’ supply of coal 
in her bunkers. ‘ge dimensions of this bean- 
tiful boat are as follows: Length over all, 156 
feet; leugth on water-line, 10 feet; beam, 19 
feet tat the waterline and 21 feet on deck; 
depth of hold, 10 feet. She will dave a long, 
rakish stem. a long! overhang to the stern, and 
will stand six feet out of water. She will dave 
short bulwarks forward exteuding back as far 
as the pilot-house o protect ber decks from a 
bead sea. Between tho rail and the piank 
shear for the remainder of the distance 
there will be only open-work netting, Sue will 
draw 7 feet 9 inches of water. The frame ié of 
white ouk, 4inche® square and 14 inches from 
centre to centre. The planking of the bottom is 
3 inches thick and of the top sides 2% inches. 
She is completely céijled, ship fashion, and the 
bilge keelsens are Glo inches, and are strapped 
with 3x%-inch iron, Galvanized iron and spikes 
bave been used throughout iu fastening her. 
Her ring is not the leust interesting feature 
of her equipment. She will be schooner- rigged, 
carrying a foresall, mainsail, and jib. The 
bigbt of her foremast will be 67 feet, witha 
topmast 44 feet in iength The mainmast 
Win be 64 feet nd e maintopmast 34. 
Without booms, her satis being luff, sue will 
nevertheless carry standing gaits and brailing 
canvas. The smokestack will have the same 
rakeas the masts. Tile machinery 
built by the Detroit Dry Dock & Engine 
and consists of a compound engine id and xz. 
The boiler is ot a regular marine pattern with 
returo ives. It is ieet long and 8 feet in di- 
ameter, of 14-inch steel, and is intended to re- 
cotve a license for 4 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. The yacht will bave %00-horse 
wer. The screw is 744 feet in diameter, with 

1 feet pitch and win turn up to 
1% revoludons to the minute. This per- 
mits an estimate as to the maximum 
speeed of the yacht, which will be sixteen miles 
per hour. The internal arrangements and dec- 
Ora tions will be quite in keeping with the rest 
of the oruft. The cabin wili be nich, wide, and 
spacious. Aft will be the main saloon. It will 
be sixteen by eighteen feet. There will be two 
staterooms just forward of the saloon niue by 
ten, and two alongside the after companionway, 
each six by nine. On the other side a large 
bathroom, closets, and storeroom occupy the 
corresponding space. ‘The cabin will be un- 
ished in wahogany and furnished with tapes- 
try velvet carpets and. velvet- covered settees 
and chairs. e chandeliers have been ordered 
of a special design, and will be elaborate and 
costly. Just forward of the saloon is to be the 
engine and bolier room, and beyond this the 
diumg- room connected with the after-saloon dy 
a starboard passageway. The dimensions of the 
dining-room will be 12x16; and it will be finished 
in oak panels and furnished with Oak settees 
and ieather-covered chairs. Atone end of the 
room will be an elegant sideboard, and an ex- 
tension table capabie of receiving twenty cov- 
ers, will occupy the centre. Forward of the 
dinitng-room will be the kitchen, a room 7x15, 
and beyond this are the staterooms of the Cap- 
tain and engineer, the steward and cook, two in 
all, ‘and each 6x8. Still further for- 
ward will be the dining-room and forecastie 
for the crew, a room 8xl2. The crew will com- 

rise seven men. On deck, abaft the pilot- 

ouse, will be fitted up in eberr a sitting and 

smoking-room. The owner of this beautifaol 
vessel, as bas been said above, will be M. 8. 
Smith. Heis the senior member of the large 
jewelry firm of M. 8. Smith & Co, is a member 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, and one 
of the prominent citizens of Detroit.
